Dietatoi'd troops oat of ths country between the
Sierra Madre and the Golf of Mexico.
The whole secret of tee failure of the recent un¬

dertaking seems to have been the want of sufficient
funis aad munitions of war. Victoria was only
abandoned by the bealegers when they had in a

manner fired their last ball against their aava*e as¬

sailants. For three days and nights lesa than 400 of
the gallant aativee of the frontier nobly repulsed
the attaska and aaaaulta of more than elgateea
haadred of the tyrant's mlnlona, who had eleven
pieoes of artillery incessantly playing upon
the devoted place. Unmolested, they abandoned
the mass of ruins at night; and this wai done when
only about one-fourth of their whole number could
be consiiieiod as luiij armed.

In vain the devoted rebels, after uniting with
their friends who routed the government forces
unier Ciat, in the neighborhood of MaUmaras,
otr- ted them an open^deid light, with far inferior
aumb?r* and without artillery. In vain they ad¬
vanced boldly on Moiiterey, acd remained there
ovtT twt nty-f.rar hour* .defying Sinta Anna's Pa:ha,
General Ampudia, ani daring him to wme out of
bis fjrtifications and give them battle; and in vain
thtir uaiisc p'.ined cavalrj entered the city inhopea
that the enemy would sally out of their entrench-
meat* to attack tbem. When satisfied tbat Ampu-
dia wo'^id tot abandon his fortili atioos, from which
for over twelve hours he fired on them with oil his
artillery, they determined to retreat leisurely at

night, as, srben they ad ranced on the city-, it hud only
been in hopes of deciding it* fate by a Held fight.
When tnej considered t.>at Ampudia had all thead-
raaUges of runit era, and as he well knew that the
ro MU'ior .sts h-i no artillery, tbey reasonably be
tiovsa that or their approach to Monterey he would
have ccmo out to atta .k and disperse them. Far
from tuia having been the case, not even an attempt
to harra pb tfetm was made after thev commenced to
re'reat <iuietly from ihe v*ry suburbs of tin city U-
v-f. 1 n detatcued parties they croseed over to tills
a< ja of tcc river, when only about one half could pro¬
perly lie considered as tuily armed, so completely
had their ammunition given out.

No sooner was it known that many of the officers

aui leaders of tbe "insurgents" had arrived here,
than, instead of giving them "aid and comfort," a

law loving cry was raised by Banta Anna's reputed
ageato in this place, about the impunity with which
the neutrality laws of the United States had been,
and were being, violated. The requisite affidavit
again&t them was necessary, and at last, by the m)st
vigilant search, an old, half civilised Mexican woman
was foutd to sign it, charging Gantler, Capistran,
Garcia, and some fifty-others, same of whom had not
been for years on this side of the Rio Grande, with
having violated the neutrality laws of the United
States, by organizing, arming, and equipping a mi-
litaiy expedition on this side ot the Rio Grande, on
or about the 12th day of Angnst, A. 0., 1854, and
with the same having invaded the territory of
Mexico, a power with which the government of the
United States was then, and is now, at peace.

In tb«
noitfw-rn department, (States that were ones,) of
Tanuulipas, New Leon, Coahutla sad Chihaiaua,
bc rdtiitg on our ewn territory, it is known that
there is a pervading and inciea«ing hostility to the
ce&trml government.

It is especially worthy of note, that &D these re¬
volutionary movements professedly aim at the re¬
covery of BUte sovereignty, as the one great means
ofmfaring to themselves a responsible and safe go¬
vernment. Their leading men seem well to under¬
stand the nature and remedy of the public malady.
They seek to restore life to the extremities of the
republic, and thus to constitute many centres of
opinion, of legislation, and erf permanent checks
upon the power of the central government. In de¬
stroylag these, for the sake of securing irresponsible
power, Santa Anna has in fact destroyed the power
of the frontier States to resist the barbaric influences
that perpetually threaten them, aad the actual
oivilized region governed by Mexioo has been regu¬
larly contracting in limits since the commencement
of his rule. In fifty veers of such government there

! would survive scarcely a vestige ot Spanish civiliaa
tion. j

Alvarez, the Guerrero chief, who first unfurled
| this bearer of State sovereignty, knows weli what

is meant by it, and is skilled in the history of our
own controversies on that subject. A 8>utn Giro
linian gentleman, returning from California through
Mexico last summer, passed within the military
lnes of Alvarez. In the interview that ecsued, the
Gutirero chief remarked, 44 You certainly ought to
be among my friends, for I am fighting for Stat i

lights and free trade." The reply was, of was,
satisfactory.
Tbe central govornment, though it tries bard to

wear a confident look, is continually betraying its
uneasiness, and its want ot faith in tne issue of this
fttiaggle. Santa Anna is believed to have carefully
laid up treasures in England, as a caution for the
future. Bat a still more curious proof of distrust in
the firmness of bis tenure of power, is afforded by a
recent appeal to the Mexican people, proposingthat a popular vote shall be taken on tne 1st De¬
cember, to decide whether Santa Anna shall remain
in cfflce, or rttiie to that privacy which he pro¬
fesses especially to desire. This appears to be a
mete contrivance to brtak the fall of the Dictator.
But perhaps he is leally tired of a position in which
he lias agnaJIy tailed .either to restore the abased
national pride cf bis country, or to advance its pros¬
perity-.in which his history is written in the decay
oT commerce and agriculture, the enoroashments of
the savage tribes, the increasing insecurity of lite
and property. i*rd, finally, in tbe desolation of civil
war through a large portion of the republio.

Taere being none
on the Ametican, Capt. King ordored some of dig
men to take tbe yawl, cross oa to the Mexican bank
and tneie put cliase sufficient to take them to where
wood couht be procure). Capt. Armstrong, who
Wiis cle;k of the boat, with her commander, Capt.
Kng, accompanied the party after the wood; Capt.
Atmstj-ong taking a gun with him with which to
amuse himself while the hauds weje at work. He
bad strayed but a short distance from hid partywLen he was beset by a band of soldiers, who pur-
f-uf J him to tbe river and there arrested him and
caJTied h m prisoner to Camargo.
Now, the mere fact of this arrest might b° excu¬

sable had it ended there, as a recently issued order
C(.moi»(.ou"g tbo a-reai .( *11 p«i».ni erodingaitntd uato tbtt bank might argue justification. Bui
such was not tbe case. Immediately after the arri¬
val ot the boat at Rio Grande City, Captain King
»j atea tbe la ts to the commandant oftbe American
i>' st cf F( rt B- Iknap, and together ttiey reUtcd th :
occunei o« to the commandant of the Mcxictn
for es at Csmargo, proving the entire ignorance on
ti e i>>it ot Captain Armawong cf the pr. hibitory
dtciee, and h's utter inaoc&nce of aa; criminal in¬
to at. ii r.d a.'ko i Ms di>>charR«. No sound reason
c< ii o be urged for bis detention his inno^.nc
ccnld h»\e bera proveJ by almost every inhabitant
cf f'auaruo, if not bv the Mexican commanding offi-
cer blmseJt, having been running the river for the
!a*t seven years, and favorably known to every one
on eitb.tr baik. All this would no', suffice (or those
who aie *\ Joined with a little brief authority,"ho *ever. Th< v have their prisoner, and must need
ancr.y Lim awhile. An exouse was urged tbat Gen.
Woll , at Matarcoras, must be consulted, and in the
meantime an American citizen, for no offence in
fact, muit be incarcerated in a loathsome prison,
perhaps with the vilest of felons, until the modern
pssha of this frontier, hundiecs of miles distant,
i tall be consulted as to his liberty.

I anived uMj tore, in this City of tbe Qui/ Sunday,

about a week since
I find a great political commotion in regard to the

American treaty, and as yon know tne to be a man "who
would nothing extenuate or aught aet down in malice,"

I will give you an account of how affair* actually are

here, as I have learned from the belt authority. It ap-
pears thatTCeneral Cazeneau, of Tesaa, a shrewd, intelli¬
gent .man, baa arrived here as Plenipotentiary of tbe
I'nited State*, to make a treaty with this republic, and
which treaty ought to have been made year* ago. Well,
the treaty was drawn ap to the complete satisfaction of
all parties, when the French and English Consul* pro-
tested against this government making a treaty with the
United stales different from theirs, at the aame time
presenting a letter /rem Emperor Soulouque, stating
that he would not allow friendly intercourse with the
Americans, also threatening this republic that if they
did sign such a treaty they would withdraw the media¬
tion, and let loose the Haytiena upon them.

Tell me, where is the boasted protection of our govern¬
ment to those who would be free, and their opposition to
European interference in the domestic affairs of tbe Ame¬
rican family f I also understand that what has craated
great excitement here, and great opposition to our in¬
tended treaty,' is a supposition that we want Hamana,
the finest bay, protoably, on this side of the world.

It appears that the frigate Columbia, Commodore
Newton, and the sloop -of-war Albany, visited this bay,
nnd certainly took some observations.the same as

logli.-.h and French vessels of war heretofore have; but
f such had be<>n the intention of our government, Com¬

modore Newton would never have been bo stupid as to
go there; and. moreover, if we really wanted it, what or
who can prevent us from taking it f
Co where you will, you will always find British inter-

erence and intrigue at work. I have heard it said that
'he Americans only wanted to make a treaty here to
make blares of these people, and really the ignorant
portion of tbe community believe it. How preposterous
and ab«ur<l .boa* small and contemptible, are tho means

used by British emissaries to prevent us from enlighten¬
ing these jieople and teaching them true liberty !
The English and French hare clearly shown, from what

I learn, that they wish this weak, little but valiant re-

public under the dominion of that despotlcal negro
Faustin the First, and I hope bis title will shortly con¬
clude with "the last." While these philanthropists as

they call themselves, are circulating the highly embel¬
lished and costly bound fiction of Madame Stowe (and all
the harui 1 wish that lady is, that she should be obliged
to live in Hayti six months), they are actually protect¬
ing and giving aid to a barbarous set of brute negroes,
whose acts, from the time they began to govern, hare
been of the most barbarous, blood-thirsty and atrocious
kind, againnt the whites, and particularly again it the >

people of this republic, who never offended theui.
My intention is to go to Santiago in a few days, and I

shall let you know the true sentiment of the people, as I
understand they are a very intelligent clas*. very indus¬
trious, aud free from bigotry, superstition and European
influence. !

I will 8lso endeavor to iw"nd you some description of
the country. I'ntil then, adiei. PATRICK.

The Capitol at Albany and the State T.lbrary.

The Capitol extension Is nearly completed, and
the improvement is a substantial and timely one.
The Assembly chamber is about finished, and it is
truly a noble room now. The old shape ia preserved.
but a very beautiful ceiling baa been substituted,
and the walls are elegantly painted. It will be hand¬
somely refurnished, aid ready for its occupants be¬
fore the 1st of January.
The rooms formerly occupied by the State library

are being converted Into apartments for the use of
committers of both bouses. One or two new rooms

\ have been conatiucted for the use of members,in the
south end of the new portion of the building.
The State library has been entirely removed to

the apU&dld rdiflrp erected for its uf-o, though the
books have not yet been all arranged. The work of
shelving them is rapidly progressing, and the libra¬
ry will be thiown open to readers on the 1st of Jan¬
uary next.
Ti e upper room of the library is one of the mo3t

beautiful in the United Btate*. Its architectural
proportions aie remarkably perfect. The entire cdi-
lice,even in tLe mi&utest details of its construction,
is an admirable piece of work, an honor to the State,
mid indicative of the fine taste and cultivated ju lg-
ment cf its designers. jIbe Capitol is immediately connected with the
librarv at tbe south end, by ehort'galleriea and flights jof stairs.
Th* extensive collection of coins that earich the

library ip to be arranged in elegant casaa in the ga'.-
lerifs of the upper room. The American medals, ot'
which there is a choice ollection, are to be arranged
in a circular revolving frame, and in tuch a man¬
ner as to be most readily and conveniently seen and
examined. We aie glad to see that much room la
to be appropriated to these departments. Collec¬
tions of coins and medala are always of great inte-
rest. We learn that France is about to present to
the State 300 medal#, Illustrative of the history and
reigns of that nation. A large and beautiful chr>
nometer clock has been placed in the nppir room of
the library.

Ia the private walks of u'et'ie dateotien of fla-
grant, deliberate ftlxhood exsludes the offender, if
not wholly from intercourse with, jet certaialy from
the respect ud cxifidence of the higbminded aad
honorable. If be be not wholly insensible to ths
good opinion of his fellow men. ne will wttempt tj
if gain the position ia M ietr which he haa so fool-
lthly and ao wickedly loat, by apol<»gy( repentance
and amendment. As a general rule i< would seem
as if tbe pieaa of thin country were exempt from the
penalties imposed, in private, for ail violations of
this social law. In many insUscea the exposure of
one published falsehood afforda tbe pretext for tbs
utterance of a second, more bam ana malicious, if
possible, than the first. Aa an example, we might
refer to the systematic course of nrendacity pursued
by several New York journals for the purpose of
damaging the public and private reputation of tbe
American minister at the Hagne, Mr. Belmont. Tbe
Tribune, aa well as the Hul&ld, oocnaei Mr. Bel*
mont of ocmbinisg with the datiea of a minister t&e
business of a banker.of converting, in short, the
American legation at the Hague into a " shaving
shop, " to une tbe elegant ard technical language or
Wall street. As soon aa this grave accusation be¬
came known to Mr. Belmont he promptly placed in
our poaaeaaion auch irrefragable proofs of nis entire
innooexoe aa enabled us to expose the malicious
falsehood! of hia calumniator ia all their naked
cefonnity. Tbe Hnuu> partially retracted: but re¬
dacted without apology ot explanation. The Trilwne,
mote baidened in guilt, ana rendered bold by the
qua«i tc leratien of a public long accustomed to ita
insolent coarse of vituperation and falsehood, coolly
turned round when detected, and Musteringly ob¬
served, "Well, if Mr. Belmont haa not a banking
hocas at the Hague, did he not, aa the agent of tde
Rothschilds, negotiate the late Russian loan? Ex¬
plain that away, if yon can." We have already
given a plain and unequivocal denial to tnis last ac-
cuaation ; aad it now gives us much pleasure to add
that we have the necessary documents before us,
which entirely relieve bin.not Cram the auaptcions
of his friends, for they have not, for a single mo
ment, doubted hia high sense of honor and inherent
dignity of character.but from the wretched fabri¬
cations of a corrupt Aid corrupting press.
W hen this story about the Roman loan reached

Mr. Belmont, he naturally enough felt indignant at
this renewed evidence of malignant persecution ;
and very properly adopted auch means aa weje at
hia command to plaoe himself in a true position be¬
fore the country whose nationality he represented
at a foreign court. He promptly addressed letters
to the American consuls at Rotterdam and Amster¬
dam, and to Col. Bohlen, tbe latter being the oniy
American gentleman at tbe Hague who did not oc¬
cupy an offloiai position, and whose political predi¬
lections were unknown to Mr. B. In these three
letters, Mr. Belmont repeats the infamous charges
preferred against him Dy the New York TribuM
and Hr.sn.o, and asks for plain, categorical an¬
swers as to their truth or falsity. These gentlemen
answer as follows

Mr Dm* 9tk.I have seen the article in tho New York

Trilunr received by the last mail. At its malicious per¬
sonalities 1 cannot wonder that you are justly innoyed.
These charges, with which you have been recently dis¬
tinguished by the correspondents of Home of* the New
York papers. from my own ample opportunity of know¬
ing the contrary. 1 have only regarded as simple absurdi¬
ties; but aa void of truth and an absurd as they are, they
are calculated to lessen the dignity of our country abroad
by being directed against one of its representatives, aud

I agree with you that they ought to be noticed and re-
fated. To UiU end I bear cheerful aud willing testi¬
mony .
That since your residence in Holland, I have not known

or ever suspected you of having traiyacted auy commer¬
cial or banking business whatever, aud much lew to have
opened an office for that purpose.
That during my frequent visits at the office of tbe lega¬

tion, I have never perceived anything that would war¬
rant even the suspicion that you were occupied with any
tftlier than the legitimate duties or your office, or (he rea¬
sonable and usual attention to ordinary personal mat¬
ters. and that except Mr. Prime, vour attache. 1 have
never seen or known of any other clerk at any time in
your employment.
That (he charge of your connection or agency in the

negotiation of a Russian loan is, in my opinion" utterlyunfounded in truth; and that, with ample opportuni¬
ties, and among the commercial aad other circles here, I
have never heard the rumor or the expression of a sua-
picion of such a connection or agency <>f yours with any
Russian or other European government" loan. Yours',
veiy truly, W. S. CAMPBELL.
